; "ome nd ſpur'd on by Jeſuitical Counſek , for tis certain the Jeſuits 
ung ue been the Authors of all the Dangers and Miſchiefs in 
(12a: Whriftendom. I have often wonder'd how Men of fuch Prin- 
th iting ples and Practices ſhould gain or keep ground in Princes 
by re-ourts ; who, if they do not what they would have them, will 
_ ting Mines under their very Thrones: but I cannot think

haded to retain the uſe of it. Prieſts know Ignorance is 
Mather of Credulity, but Knowledg makes Mer wary and 
pulous about what they admit; nay, they are not content 
nſnare and captivate. the Codertandinge of the People, 
they enchant their very Senſes; how elſe could they per- 
e them, that in the Holy Euchariſt, wherein they ſee no- 
but Bread and Wine, there is the real Subttance of. 
d and Blood? , Surely theſe Men (to uſe Fob's Phraſe) 
made a Covenant with their Eyes, and their other Senſes too, ant 
a very ſtrange one, that Seeing they ſhould not ſee, and 
Feeling, Smelling and Taſting, they ſhould neither feel, 
I, nor taſte. But farther yet, This is not the only Uſe, 
ch is made of the groſs Ignorance of the Laity, to ſeduce. 
ic Underſtandings, and beget in them falſc and erroneous 
rebenſions of Things; but they are hereby often engaged 
angerous and execrable Practices. Ignorance prepares and 
them for blind Obedience, which they very readily obſerve, 
bout ever conſulting their own Reaſon concerning the Good 
vil of what they do; being wholly given up to the Arbitra- 
,ondutt of their Guides, who have gain'd ſuch an Aſcendant 
their Minds and Conſciences, that they can influence and 
ole them to any thing: they can precipitate them into Mu- 
es, Treaſons, Rebellions, Aſſaſſinations, Maſſacres, and what 
| pleaſe. And if in the perpetration of any of thoſe crying 
any man's Conſcience ſhould chance to be ſo nice and ſcru- 
bus as to give him a Check; to allay that ſqueamiſh Spirit, 
s preſently told, tis for the Intereſt of the good old Catho- 
auſe: and then tho the Action be ever ſo vile and deteſt- 
e, it becomes not only juſtifiable, but mericorious. And thus 
as in the preſent Caſe :. Catesby was the firſt who thought on 
Gunpowder z and conſulting Father Garnett, whether 'twas 
ful to deſtroy the Innocent with the Nocent, namely, Ca- 
Iicks with Hereticks, 'twas reſoly'd by him, That if it were 
the commoa Goad of their Church, it might not only be 
e with a good Conſcience, but it would be a very meritori- 
Action. It is re ported, That when Prince Charles went his 
daly Progreſs, into Spain, the common People there were 
ngely ſurpriz'd to ſee him and his Attendants ſuch comely 
L graceful Perſons; whereas. they had been told by their. 
hers, that ſince che Reformation, the Engliſh were almoſt 
one Monſters, and ſcarce retaining Humane Viſages, were 
ly Men: but would their wicked Prieſts allow them the un- 
| _ : . ſpotted 
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ſpotted Mirror of the Holy Scriptutes, and ſuffer them to 
hold their own Faces in that Glaſs, they would quickly find 
all the Deformity which Calumny had caft upon us, does re 
reſide in themſelves, and that they are more disfigur'd, alterl 
and chang'd from the true Primitive Chriſtians, than the 
were from themſelves, when by their Perſecutors they we 
cloth'd with the Skins of Wild Beaſts: for thoſe only diſpui 
their Outſides; whereas, habitual Ignorance, Super ſtition, 
Idolatry, have ſo transform'd the very Minds and Souls of the 
Men, that they ſcarce retain any thing more than the hy 
Names of C briſtians.
